Nichols Pond is a very picturesque pond located near an abandoned rock quarry in southwest Swanville.  
A rough woods road along the north shore can be used as access. 
 
Although this pond appears to be a typical Maine trout pond, no brook trout were taken during the initial 
field survey. Additional investigations revealed a lack of suitable trout spawning and nursery habitat. 
 
Experimental stockings of brook trout were made, using both fall-fingerlings and spring yearlings. These 
stockings were not successful. No future stockings should be attempted. 
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
